“ P R A D E crossings, jay-walking, excessive speed and violations 
” of the rules of the road have been duly emphasized as 
death causes attributed to the automobile. 
Indeed, too much 
stress can not be placed upon these exceedingly important fac­ 
tors. 
However, the automobile must answer to another murder­ 
ous indictment which, by the way, is entirely disassociated with 
motion. 
It is carbon monoxide,” states Doctor Theodore B. 
Appel, State Secretary of Health. 


“ It may be hard for many automobile owners to realize that 
a car standing still in the garage can kill just as definitely as 
when being driven on a slippery pavement at sixty or more 
miles an hour. 
But those having doubts on the subject neec 
only to scan any edition of the daily papers to note that some 
man or woman has been killed by running the engine of the car 
in a closed garage. 
That the death has been a painless and se­ 
ductive one is of little importance to the victim or the family 
left behind. 


“ To cite a case in point, less than a week ago a man pride 
fully remarked to a friend that he was a most careful driver, that 
safety first was and always would be his motto on the road. And 
no doubt he was quite sincere about it. But he was buried just 
the same, simply because he did not sufficiently appreciate that 
caution begins in the garage. 


“ Fatalities from this cause always increase as the cold 
weather sets in. Rather than suffer a few minutes from the out­ 
side chill, a large number of thoughtless citizens prefer to die by 
way of carbon, monoxide poisoning. 
The combustion in the 
automobile creates this invisible and deadly menace which is 
freed through the exhaust pipes of the car. 
Colorless, odorless 
and tasteless, it kills those who do not have the proper regard 
for its powers. 


'•Tinkering with the car while the motor idles in a closed 
garage is actually inviting death; while starting an automobile 
under such conditions is flirting with serious illness. 
Frigid weather may be uncomfortable for a fe\vr minutes 
but it is nothing compared to a funeral. 
Therefore, choose by 
far the lesser evil and open wide garage doors before starting 
the engine for any purpose. 
In this manner show respect for 
carbon monoxide. You may be sure it has no respect for y o u ”.

There's a useful phrase. 
When you’re doing something and 
you're a little uneasy about it, you 
say, “I ’m doing it for the Principle 
of the Thing.” . . .

We 
feel better when we do the right 
thing, but we excuse ourselves for 
our softness. We don’t want every­ 
body to know. 
But the Principle of the Thing Is 
quite different. Almost always when 
we talk of that, we feel on the de­ 
fensive. We are explaining. We are 
trying to put ourselves in a better 
light. We are putting in a plea of 
not guilty of stubbornness, not guil­ 
ty of selfishness, not guilty of want­ 
ing our own wray at the expense of 
the other fellow. 
Once, I remember, I got into a row 
with a business firm. I wanted some­ 
thing. The firm didn’t want to give 
it to me. I felt abused. They felt 
they were right. I hung on and ar­ 
gued. 
They argued back. I wrote 
letters. They answered them. . . . 
The thing went on for days and for 
days, and, at last I won or they 
grew tired of the squabble and let 
me win. . . . And then I felt 
ashamed, . . . The whole trouble 
was over a dollar and a half. But I 
never admitted, even once, even to 
myself that I was fighting for a 
dollar and a half. No, I was fight­ 
ing for the Principle of the Thing

In paying a last tribute to the late Thomas A. Edison, nothing more 
impressive can be said than to repeat what was probably his last public 
statement, flashed by radio from his laboratory in Fort Myers, Florida, 
to the National Electric Light Association last summer, at Atlantic City.

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SEVEN VACANCIES IN THE HOUSE 
Since the election of November last death has been active in the 
ranks of the Congressional delegations. The election resulted in the 
choice of 218 Republicans, 216 Democrats and one Farmer-Laborite. To­ 
day there are still seven vacancies, all of which expect one will be filled 
in time for the organization of the House on December 7. This one is in 
New Hampshire. The successor of Fletcher Hale, who died on a steam­ 
ship returning from Europe, can not be selected, under New Hampshire 
Jaw, until late in December. Of the six other districts nowT unrepresented, 
two are normally Democratic and four normally Republican. Should all 
six cling to party fealty, the House of December 7 will be composed of 
217 Republicans, 216 Democrats and the solitary Farmer-Laborite, Paul 
Kvale of Minnesota. 
Just where Representative Kvale will stand upon the election of a 
Speaker is uncertain. Should he side with the Democrats, the two great 
parties would be equally divided. And then there is a bunch of so-called 
Progressives to reckon with—fourteen of them. These Republican Insui- 
gents are ready to dicker. They have a bargain-counter lot 6! legislative 
measures which they demand shall be brought to a vote. So in any event 
the situation in the House is very' much involved with a decidedlv dubious 
outlook. 


The Republican members are to caucus at the end of November, 
rheu leading candidates for Speaker are Snell of New York and Floor 
Leader Tilson of Connecticut. The Insurgents are not kindly disposed 
to either one. But since they are not at all likely to participate in the 
caucus, their influence over the proceedings, if any, will be exerted from 
the sidelines. In the meantime it is interesting, if not significant, to hear 
Senator Moses of New Hampshire predict that the Democrats, who are 
united upon Garner of Texas, will organize the House. It might be re- 
maiked that, should this prediction hold, not many Republican tears will 
be shed opines the great Philadelphia Inquirer.

Helps Veterans 
Gain Incomes 


A p p r o x i m a t e l y $3,000 
Monthly la Secured 
Through Help Of 
Chapter 


Approximately $3,000 per month 
h a s been added to the incomes of 
world war veterans in the city of 
New Castle and immediately adjac­ 
ent territory during the past year, 
it was found today by Secretary Or­ 
ville Potter of the Lawrence County 
Chapter, American Red Cross, after 
a review of his files. 
Since the new law became applic­ 
able a year ago, permitting world 
war veterans, who could not trace 
their disability to war causes, to se­ 
cure a disability allowance, approxi­ 
mately 200 such claims have H n 
approved for an average amount of 
$15.In addition, many veterans who 
vrere totally disabled and were re­ 
ceiving an insufficient income on 
which to live, have had their com­ 
pensation increased. 
Disabled world war veterans re­ 
siding in New Castle have an income 
of $6 000 or more per month, the 
greater part of which has been se­ 
cured *ior them through the inter­ 
ests of the Red Cross Chapter here, 
which has acted as their intermed­ 
iary with the government. 
The Chapter will soon inaugurate 
their annual roll call for funds, and 
citizens of the county are asked to 
bear in mind the necessary w ork, 
th at they are carrying on here 
among the ex-service men. in addi­ 
tion to providing free nursing serv­ 
ice for those unable to pay, con­ 
ducting first aid and life saving in­

The question has been hanging 
fire for some time. 
For many years

Castle Firemen’s Relief Association, 
but the Act of 1929 raises a doubt in 
the councilmanic mi ids as to wheth­ 
er it should be paid to that organi­ 
zation or to the paid men’s organiza­ 
tion. 
The money has been held up 
for two years, with both organiza­ 
tions claiming it. 
Relief Association 
Opening the meeting 
the 
City 
Cierk read the statement of J. Lee 
McFate, president of the Firemen’s 
Relief Association before council on 
October 30 in which he said that the 
organization had been chartered by 
the court, recognized by council in 
1898, paid benefits to volunteer and 
paid firemen alike, and for that rea­ 
son was the one organization en ­ 
titled to the money now held by the 
city. 
Attorney Charles Matthews, rep­ 
resenting the Paid Firemen’s Bene­ 
ficial Association, said that under 
the act of 1929, council may decide 
where the money 
shall 
go. 
He 
agreed that the Firemen’s Relief As­ 
sociation had been 
organized 
in 
1897 or 1898. 
In 1921 he said an or­ 
dinance had 
been 
passed 
which 
would create a joint fund 
to 
be 
available for both police and fiie- 
men. 
This scheme was found im­ 
practical. 
The Paid Firemen’s Beneficial As­ 
sociation has been organized 25 years 
Mr. Matthews said, although it had 
never been chartered. 
All but two 
of the paid firemen of the city are 
members of it. 
Each member con­ 
tributes so much per month, there 
is a sick and accident benefit and a 
burial benefit accruing. 
Change In Plan 
Mr. Matthews agreed that there 
was a time when the volunteers were 
an important factor in fire fighting. 
With the advent of an entirely paid 
fire department, the need for vol­ 
unteers disappeared and paid men 
took up the task. -Few’ volunteers 
now attend fires he said, and yet 
members are paid the same benefits 
as a paid fireman. 
"Future 
legislation 
may 
force 
council to establish a pension fund 
for firemen” said 
Mr. Matthews, 
"and we believe this money should 
go to such use. 
We are not asking 
for the entire moneys given to the 
city by the state. If we can be given 
the money now being held by coun­ 
cil, approximately $35,000, and divide 
the future amounts 50-50 between 
the volunteer and paid

tions, we will be satisfied.”

Several arguments ensued between 
representatives of the two sides in 
the case. 
George Harper, Norman 
Minner, Dick Mcllwain and several 
other firemen challenged the state­ 
ments of J. Lee McFate that every 
paid man received benefits from the 
Firemen’s Relief Association. 
They argued that certain firemen 
had not been paid, but McFate re­ 
iterated his statement and said that 
while men who were on salary from 
the city during injuries were not 
paid benefits, that they were paid 
when their salary stopped, and that 
the widows of every deceased paid 
fireman had been paid. 
The discussion occupied about 90 
minutes times and finally Council­ 
man Treser suggested that the a t­ 
torneys for each side get together 
and come to some agreement.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Beneath 
tiie placid surface of the Democratic 
presidential pool developments are 
beginning to shape themselves which 
show the direction of the prevail­ 
ing wind. 
In the order of their importance, 
these developments might be listed 
as: * 
(1) Ex-Gov. A1 Smith’s open crit­ 
icism of G ov. Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
considered the leading presidential 
possibility at this time. 
(2) Gov. Albert C. Ritchie's speak­ 
ing tour of New England, marking 
the first bit of open campaigning 
indulged in by any of the Demo­ 
cratic possibilities. 
<3) The visit to New York this 
week of Mayor Anton Cermak of 
Chicago, accompanied by oilier Illi­ 
nois leaders, for conferences with 
powerful eastern leaders, 
among 
whom is A1 Smith. 
These 
developments, 
seemingly 
unrelated, are actually linked close­ 
ly together in the minds of prac­ 
tical politicians here, who are watch­ 
ing events with close attention. 
Pick Ritchie 
It is more or less an open secret 
that 
those 
Democratic 
elements 


which do not look with favor upon 
Gov. Roosevelt’s nomination have 
been casting around for some time 
for a candidate to act a? the spear­ 
head of the movement to “Stop 
Roosevelt.“ They believe they have 
found their man in Maryland’s four­ 
time governor. 
His rather exten­ 
sive tour of New England, just con­ 
cluded, was designed to give him 
the opportunity to see and be seen 
by the party rank and file in the 
important industrial states of the 
northeast. 
The Roosevelt candidacy has been 
progressing at a pace which has 
been extremely disconcerting to his 
opponents. 
Nearly every southern 
state is planning to send & Roose­ 
velt delegation to the convention 
next June. 
In the far west the 
Roosevelt movement has attained 
considerable headway. In the mid­ 
dle west important progress has been 
made. 
Against Roosevelt 
Important party influences in the 
east frankly do not want to see Gov. 
Roosevelt nominated. They do not 
like his advanced views on the pow­ 
er issue, nor do they consider him 
positive enough in his opposition 
to prohibition. 
Significantly enough, one of May­ 
or Cermak’s first questions upon 
reaching New York concerned Gov. 
Roosevelt’s attitude on prohibition. 
“Is he wet enough?" asked Mayor 
Cermak, bluntly. 
The Illinois leader, who has at­ 
tained a control over his party rem­ 
iniscent of Roger Sullivan in his 
prime, declared that “only a man 
of the A1 Smith type" can carry Il­ 
linois next year, or be elected. 
The strategy of the Roosevelt op­ 
position is to build up favorite son 
strength in as many states as pos­ 
sible, in order to prevent a quick 


nomination, and to afford time for 
convention conferences. 
No Favorite Sons 
The New England States have no 
favorite sons. Generally, they will 
be inclined to “go along" with Gov. 
Smith in anything he proposes. 
If these important New England 
votes could be held for Ritchie it 
would serve the same purpose, for 
the Maryland Governor already has 
sufficient scattered strength to make 
a respectable showing. The nucleus 
of his strength, of course, is his own 
Maryland, 
But he has additional 
strength not yet disclosed. Some of 
it is in Illinois. 
As the candidate next in actual 
strength to Roosevelt, even though 
the gap between them is wide, there 
is reason to believe that ¿he anti- 
Roosevelt elements have centered 
upon Maryland’s governor as the 
best agency 
to “Stop Roosevelt.” 
Subsequent developments probably 
will bear this out.

It may clarify matters to remem­ 
ber some thing of the history of the 
procedure. The first blood pressure 
determinations were made in the 
laboratories of physiology. Strictly 
speaking the first was made in a 
farm yard on a mare by a minister 
of the gospel—the 
Rev. 
Stephen 
Hales. This was over a hundred 
years ago, but very little attention 
was paid to his reports. Some 75 
years ago, however, physiologists be­ 
gan to determine 
blood 
pressure 
readings with instruments not un- 


like the ones we have now’. Their 
work was mostly done on animals. 
It was not until about the begin­ 
ning of the present“century that the 
instruments were perfected so that 
they could be used conveniently on 
human beings. And it was only 
about 20 years ago that the custom 
of taking blood pressure readings 
became a familiar routine. 
The method consists in wrapping 
collopsible rubber bag around the 
arm. This bag is connected by two 
I rubber tubes, first to a bulb by 
which it can be distended or col­ 
lapsed, find second to a gauge which 
will measure the amount of pres­ 
sure in tne bag. The gauge may be 
either a mercury column or a metal 
spring. 
To obtain the blood pressure after 
t he bag is in place on the arm it Is 
blown up by the bulb until it oblit­ 
erates the pulse at the wrist. The 
air is then let out of the bag until 
the pulse can just barely be felt. 
This point obviously indicates the 
amount ol pressure the heart exerts 
to keep the Wood circulating in the 
Wood vessels—in other words, the 
blood pressure. What it is can be 
seen by reading the pressure recored 
on the mercury column or the diel 
attached to the armband. 
The blood pressure, of course, va­ 
ries in the different phases of the 
heart cycle. When the heart is con­ 
tracting, the beat—systole—of the 
heart muscle causes the pressure hi 
the vessels’to rise. When the heart 
relaxes, the pressure falls somewhat. 
These two phases are called, after 
the names of the contracting and 
relaxing periods of the heart beat, 
the systolic and diastolic pressures. 
They can be determined by signs 
elicited while listening over the ar­ 
teries of the arm below’ the blood 
pesssure armband. 
In studying many thousand people 
it was found that there was some 
difference in Wood pressure between 
different individuals. The greatest 
difference was caused by age. The 
blood pressure constantly rises as 
age advances. It does this in every­ 
body. There is not one single ex­ 
ception. 
Therefore do not 
get 
frightened if you are told that your 
blood pressure is higher than that 
of a friend 20 years younger than 
yourself. The pressure is measured 
in the height of the column of mer 
cury and in general it should be 
about a hundred plus your age—if 
you are 50 years old it should be 150 
for instance. 
But even more important is it to 
remember that it varies enormously 
in different persons. I have known 
many worthy people scared out of 
their wits by being told they had 
high Wood pressure, yet in spite of 
that to live on and on far beyond 
their allotted time.

“We asked for a conference on un­ 
employment last spring. The opera­ 
tors turned us down,” he said. “Now 
we are asking for a conference on 
unemployment, and any other mat­ 
ters the operators desire to con­ 
sider.” 
Recognize Situation* 
The rail workers resolution con­

Early Persian 
Treasures Arei 
Dug From Graves 


University Of Pennsylvania 
Expedition Discovers 
Rare Exhibits 
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RELICS FOUND ARE 
4,000 YEARS OLD

PHILADELPHIA. Nov. 3.—Prob­ 
ably the earliest archaeological treas­ 
urer ever found in Persia were un­ 
earthed by the discovery of a* ceme­ 
tery more than 4,000 years old at 
Tepe Hlssar, a few miles from Dam 
Phan, Persia, by the joint Persian 
expedition of the university museum 
and the Pennsylvania museum 
art. 
The notice of the discovery 
of the ancient cemetery was received 
by Horace H. F. Jayne, director of 
the University jf Pennsylvania mu 
seum, from Dr. Erich Schmidt, field 
director of the expedition, it was 
learned today. 
In the cemetery were found scores 
of graves containing the remains of 
an ancient people whose racial ori­ 
gin is unknown but who, archaeol­ 
ogists believe, may possibly form a 
connecting link between India and 
Mesopotamia. 
Damghan is located 
about 60 miles .southeast of the Cas­ 
pian sea, and is believed to have 
been the site of Hecatampylos, the 
ancient Parthian 
capital, a city 
which reached the height of its 
power about 250 B. C. 
New Discoveries. 
Dr. Schmidt described the findings 
of the expedition, enthusiastically 
acclaiming the discovery as one of 
the most enlightening accomplished 
by a Persian expedition of archaeol­ 


ogists. 
There are about 200 graves 
in the huge mound of Tepe Hissar 
he explained, each of which gives 
forth valuable material upon which 
conclusions of the life of the people 
in that area 4000 years ago nay be 
drawn, 
"One of our most interesting dis­ 
coveries.” Dr. Schmidt said, "was a 
little girl’s grave. There had been 
buried with her Lapis Lazuli beads, 
gold ear pendants, onyx beads and 
some small figurines carved in the 
shape of cows and sheep. 
Some 
plain silver pins and six little silver 
cups completed the child’s equip­ 
ment for the outer world. 
"In one of the graves were found 
the remains of a warrior. 
Beside 
him were his weapons—a bident, a 
dagger, a battle axe and a helmet. 
A silver pitcher, covered witn the 
purplish gray patina that is acquir­ 
ed with age, lay close to his head, 
and the left hand held two gold- 
coatcS rings and a string of Lapis 
Lazuli and onyx beads. 
The dead of Tepe Hissar and 
their mortuary equipment illurtiinate 
an entirely new and fascinating 
phase of hupian culture in this re­ 
gion of the world.” 
Excavation work will be continued 
at the cemetery throughout the win­ 
te r it was revealed.
